The old line Federalism, now advocated 
by the extremists of the Republican party, 
has its opposite in the faction which calls 
itself “the Democracy,” and still adheres 
to the disintegrating doctrine of nullifica- 
tion and secession.

FUTURE SALE OF COTTON. 


An Interesting Article for Cotton 
Planters and Factors. 


A correspondent of the Mobile Register 
has some sensible suggestions for planters 
who have cotton on hand. He suggests 
that there is at present only about 35.000 
bales of cotton held in the city of New 
York, and, strange as it may a r, the 
gambiers in future sales have sold for fu- 
ture delivery, several hundred thousand 
bales, of which 50,000 to 60,000 are to be de- 
livered to spinners in the month of June. 
The writer asks: How do these men ex- 
pect to deliver 50,000 bales of the cotton 
out of a stock of only half that quantity in 
the city of New York? Why,simply by get- 
ting up a panic in the market without the 
least foundation for it, for the purpose of 
forcing the price down in the Southern 
ports, so as to enable them to fill their con- 
tracts to the sacrifice of the planters. The 
factors and planters have it completely in 
their power to withhold nine-tenths of the 
cotton now in the South from sale, for one

FUTURE SALE OF COTTON. 


An Interesting Article fer Cotton 
Planters and Factors, 


A correspondent of the Mobile Register 
has some sensible suggestions for planters 
who have cotton on hand. He suggests 
that there is at present only about 35.000 
bales of cotton held in the city of New 
York, and, strange as it may 4 the 
gambiers in future sales have sold for fu- 
ture delivery, several hundred thousand 
bales, of which 50.000 to 60,000 are to be de- 
livered to spinners in the month of June. 
The writer asks: How do these men ex- 
pect to deliver 50,000 bales of the cotton 
out of a stock of only half that quantity in 
the city of New York? Why,simply by get- 
ting up a panic in the market without the 
least foundation for it, for the purpose of 
forcing the price down in the Southern 
ports, so as to enable them to fill their con- 
tracts to the sacrifice of the planters. The 
factors and planters have it completely in 
their power to withhold nine-tenths of the 
cotton now in the South from sale, for one 
or two months, and thus force these men 
who are gambling “in futures,“ and selling 
Sew months in advance which they 

on't own, to pay prices to fill their con- 
tracts which will ruin the last one of them. 
The spinners have very light stocks on 
band, and are relying on the purchases 
they have made from these dealers in “ fu- 
tures to meet their monthly demands for 
manufacturing purposes. Suppose the 
factors and planters refuse to submit 
(for a few weeks only) to the pres- 
ent prices, then how can the gam- 
giers comply with their contracts to 
the spinners? and in that case, what are 
the spinners to do? If there is any con- 
cert of action among the cotton factors.
